to be filed with the President that said applicant 
will, so far as practicable, teach in the Colored Com- 
mon Schools of Kentucky a period equal to twice 
the time spent as a pupil in said Kentucky Normal 
and Industrial Institute, together with such other 
conditions as the Board may, from time to time, in 
pose. But no pledge shall be required of pupils 
who matriculate in the departments of agriculture or 
mecbanies. Should any pupilfailto teach the pre- 
scribed time in the Colored Common Schoois of the 
State, he or She shall be liable for such tuition as the 
Board may determine." In addition to the foregoing 
requirements, every applicant for admission to tine 
Normal department, of this school must pass a satis- 
factory examination in the subjects taught in our 
Preparatory department or their equivalents, attain- 
ing an average of not less than seventy-five per cent.
